Locks, W6FRZ, were guests. Phil, KG6PV, was out sick. 

NKGA has offered to have certificates written in calligraphy. Arne Wolf has 
agreed to make the silver SCDXC stickers for QSL cards. Costs are $.08/M for 50000, 
and $2.92/M for 100000 plus a discount. The decision was for 100000 in 1000 sticker 
rolls. A price to charge members will be decided later. 

Dan, NOCGB, Chairman for the 1988 Visalia Convention, reported that the hotel is 
booked already for the second week of April. Dan will confirn. N6TC will be 
Treasurer again, and W6FRZ will acquire the prizes. 

Red says that it looks like we beat the NCDXC this year. 

Don, NK6A, reported that the cost of a postage machine is too costly, so forget 
toe 

Ted, W6HX, brought up the old timers passing on and the oral history fading with 
them. We should get their history before it’s to late. Ted passed around info on Ed 
Willis, W6OTS, from his XYL, Maxine. His extensive background was discussed. Ted's 
idea is to have an occasional 'Old Timers Night’ when the history of selected OT's 
would be given. Significant club member’s histories should be in the W6AM museum. We 
should have a club historian. We could even have a display at Visalia next year. Ted 
says this should be done for all Silent Keys. Ed Willis was an Honorary member, but 
he is not listed in the roster and should be.

One 
person should collect all entries and type them up in identical form. The names and 
calls will be deleted and each given a number, The board can only vote on 
backgrounds. The winning number will be conveyed to the collector and then to the 
Awards Chairman. Anyone can submit a form. even for himself. 

Steve, W6FRZ, reported on the repeater. He needs paperwork to file with TASMA. 
Cleon can’t find them but is looking. Plans were to have 5 antennas toward LA and the 
Valley, and a pair toward San Diego. It was suggested to the SDDXC that they senda 
couple of beams, coax and bodies to help install. K6RR has acquired 3 200 foot towers 
to put up this summer. The height now is 65 feet. The beam, amplifier, and power 
cost are all K6RR’s. Also, there is way too much discussion by certain members on the 
repeater regarding RITY. This could be done on simplex. The repeater is not for 
monopolizing all hours of the day and night. W6FRZ is also looking for a new location 
for our repeater, but reminds us that it will cost money. WK6V and W6HX brought up 
problems of serious nulls which can result from multiple antennas and even satellite 
repeaters. The best solution is a new mountain top location. 

NK6A and WK6V discussed when to close the membership. The By-laws say March 
3ist. WK6V mentioned that we are about 100 members down in membership from two years 
ago. 53 members have chosen not to renew this year. 

The meeting adjourned at 10:45 PM. 
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The May 14th meeting will feature a report on the Dayton Hamvention by Red, W6AE, 
and Ted, W6HX. Be prepared to discuss and vote on the amendment to the constitution 
to make the Repeater Chairman a member of the Board of Directors.

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TECHNICAL TOPICS 


ADDING A “MAGIC EYE” TUNING TUBE TO THE TS-930 #12 VDC 
AND TS-940 


Voltage 
Multiplier 


As most owners know, the Kenwood TS-930 is a 
fine rig with the exception that the built-in S-meter is 
poor in appearance and awkward to use. With little To old S-meter 
difficulty, however, the S-meter can be replaced by a ec ht 
sophisticated, green “magic eye” tuning tube as used 
in Gonset Communicators in years past. This modifica- 
tion, although originally designed for the TS-930, can 
be adapted readily to the TS940 also. The electrical 
changes are simple: follow the schematic in Figure 1. 
The existing S-meter can be removed with a pry-bar or 
wood chisel. The front panel opening is then enlarged 
with a rat-tail file, and the “magic eye” tube is fixed in 


place with white “medical” adhesive tape. Use tin- CT 

snips to cut an empty Sucrets can to form a new bezel.
